Such was the policy he inaugurat­ 
ed w-hen as managing editor in 1870 
he ordered Henry M. Stanley into the 
heart of Africa to find Livingstone; 
such when he sent the ill-fated Jean­ 
ette expedition to discover the North 
Pole; such when he joined in the lay­ 
ing of the commercial cable— all typ­ 
ical instances of enterprise to "make 
news” or further its transmission. 
In contrast to the personal jour­ 
nalism of the elder Bennett and Gree­ 
ly type, the younger Bennett was one 
of the first to sound the impersonal 
note. 
He declared that his paper 
should become a sort of republic of 
which no man or party should con­ 
trol. 
From the first fie refused to 
recognize "celebrities” as compared 
with “workers” on his staff, and it 
is related that even when Stanley 
came back from his triumph in Afri­ 
ca, young Bennett 
rewarded 
him 
with the mean assignment of "cover­ 
ing” the Tenderloin police district in 
New York. 
When Mr. Bennett moved to Paris 
in 1887 he started the Paris edition 
of the New York Herald and again 
took a unique position, as this is still 
the only American newspaper pub­ 
lished in Europe. 
During this resi­ 
dence abroad, broken only by the un­ 
expected arrival of the Bennett yacht 
in New York harbor once every two 
or three years for a short stop, the 
editors in immediate control of the 
New York Herald kept a chair at 
their conference table always vacant; 
for the absent editor, one of his own 
ideas to keep his men imbued with 
the spirit that he was 
"boss,” 
al­ 
though several thousand miles away.

AA hen the story of the humble mine­ 
sweeper is fully told, many stirring 
Pages will be added to the history 
of anti-submarine warfare, for this 
little craft is sharing the work of 
the dashing destroyer and “chaser” 
in running down U-boats. 
A mine­ 
sweeper invariably drops its accus­ 
tomed business for the bigger game 
and many an enemy submersible has 
been accounted for by them. 
According to official reports, there 
are forty times more minesweepers 
in commission today in the service of 
the Allies than in July, 1914. 
Recently a fleet of six. all trawlers, 
sighted a mine adrift. 
The rough 
sea prevented tb sb o a ti from sinking 
the mine by gunfire, darkness was 
coming on, and there was a possibil­ 
ity of losing it. 
So the commander 
approached the mine in a small boat, 
within some distance of the 
drifting menace he took to the wat­ 
er and swam the rest of the way. At­ 
taching a line to the mine, he return­ 
ed to his boat and towed It ashore, 
where it was exploded by rifle fire. 
Often days elapse before a mine 
which has been discovered can be de­ 
stroyed./ In a terrific 
gale, 
with 
mountainous seas running, a party 
of mine-sweepers found a nest of 
eight mines. The boats were unable 
to use their guns on them and as 
night came on the little vessels lay- 
to in imminent danger of being wash­ 
ed out to the engines of death. Next 
day two of the mines were sunk by 
gunfire, but one of the sweepers was 
lost— how, the report does not state. 
It was not until the evening of the 
fourth day th at the last of the mines 
was exploded. 
The trawler Manx King hauled up 
a mine In such a dangerous position 
that one horn of the mine came with­ 
in a few inches of the boat's rail and 
another was almost touching! the' 
gear. The slightest roll of the ves­ 
sel would have caused its destruc­ 
tion. The difficulty was met by lash­ 
ing the mine to the sweeper, so that 
it could not be bumped against the 
side, and experts were summoned to 
remove the detonators from the dang 
erous prize.

One the 21st of this month, the 
people of this school district will be 
called upon to vote an additional tax 
levy to maintain the schools of this 
district another ^ear. 
The issue in­ 
volved is clearly defined. It is pure­ 
ly a question as to whether the peo­ 
ple of this school district favor a 
levy sufficient to meet the needs of 
the public schools in this growing 
and progressive little city or whether 
they oppose the additional levy, and, 
therefore, oppose the maintenance of 
the public schools of Ada as they 
have }>een maintained in previous 
years. For the benefit of the patrons 
of the schools and those interested 
In the tax levy. I wish to ear a few 
things in explanation of this year's 
budget. In the first place, although 
more money is required to run the 
schools next year on account of the 
increased scholastic enrollment and 
the necessity of additional teachers 
and also on account of the Increase 
in salary of all teachers and em­ 
ployees of the schools of the city, yet 
the levy called for this year is but 
the fraction of a mill more than 
the levy voted last year. The addi­ 
tional levy voted last year was 4.7 
mills; this year 5 mills are required. 
Last year, on account of the increase 
in taxable values the levy voted was 
reduced to less than 
three 
mills. 
There has been a corresponding in­ 
crease in taxable value this year and 
as a result the levy of 5 mills if 
wil1 be reduced in proportion. 
When you consider the great increase 
in the cost of living and the neces­ 
sity of an increase in salary budget, 
the small increase in the tax levy 
ask this year seems negligible. 
In the second place a comparison 
of last year’s estimate of the item in­ 
cluding officers and 
clerical 
force 
shows an increase from $600.00 to 
$4850.00. The heading of this item 
is misleading and woald be entirely 
out of proportion if the item embrac­ 
ed the same expense this year that it 
did last. But this item for next year 
includes all janitors salaries which 
were included under another item ac­ 
cording to this year’s estimate sheet. 
There is an increase of about $6000 
in the salary budget due to the addi­ 
tion of two grade teachers and to the

This Hem includes al­ 
so the sewer connections at Glen­ 
wood, which have hot been made.

year. These statements as well as 
the books of the secretary of the 
Board of Education are open for in­ 
spection any time any patron wants 
to know what the money of this 
school district is being spent, for the 
secretary of the School Board will 
be glad to give him the information 
desired. 
In my opinion, the schools of Am­ 
erica, particularly the public schools, 
need support now as they have never 
needed it before. The scnools of this 
state and every other state must not 
close if we believe in our boys and 
girls. 
It is a solemn duty for us to 
support the Red Cross and the Y. M. 
C. A., to buy Liberty Bonds and 
Thrift Stamps inorder to help win 
the war.

TWO MONTHS OUTPUT OF 
BRITISH MUNITION FACTORIES 
(By the Associated Press) 
Belford. England, May 14.—F. G. 
Keilaway, P?/liainentary 
Secretary 
to the Minister of Munitions, in the 
course of a speech dealing with the 
output of munitions for the British 
army said the increases for the first 
two months of the year 
compared 
with the first two months of 1917 
were: 
Light guns, 30 per cent; medium 
guns, 57 per cent; heavy guns, 38 
per cent; machine guns, 96 per cent; 
shells, 83 per cent; tanks, 39 per 
cent; air planes 223 per cent; aero 
engines, 245 per cent. 
The average weekly production of 
airplanes, he said equalled the aver­ 
age production for two months in 
1916, while one week’s production 
of machine guns equalley that of five 
months in 1915. 


The following extracts are taken 
from a letter written by a Red Cross 
Canteen worker, Helen McElhone, an 
American woman and college graduate 
now located in a district almost con­ 
stantly under bombardment: 
* 


-Foyer des Allies, 
“Bar-le-Duc. 
-Things look very black to me. I 
nm discouraged at the big outlook of 
affairs and also at my small doings, 
but It may be the blackness that comes 
before dawn. 
Let us hope so. 
Our 
men certainly need help now as much 
as the poilus. 
I am beginning to 
see 
those who have been At the 
front. In fact, I am beginning to see 
some of the results of this life. They 
are sick and homesick, and worse 
things have happened to them. 
Sev­ 
eral have said: ‘AU we ask is to get to 
the front and do what we have to do. 
Anything is better thaa this life. . . / 
This morning we had more Americans 
than I have seen before at one time. 
Oae came up to me here as I wa# 
drawing coffee from a big marmite as 
fast as I could fill cups and, pointing 
to his pipe, said, Tobac, tobae.’ 
I 
said, ‘Do you want some tobacco?’ He 
seemed stunned for a moment and 
then said: ‘Do you know it nearly 
gave me a fit to hear you speak Eng­ 
lish. I haven't beard a woman speak 
English in five months.’ He said he 
bad been walking about in the cold 
since four o'clock last night 
He 
couldn’t find a hotel or a bright light 
because, of course, everything is closed 
and darkened on account of Ute bom­ 
bardments. . . . The Americans are 
very food of ham sandwiches. They 
eat mach more than the French sol­ 
diers, and whan they first came la and 
ordered six eggs apiece it caused con­ 
sternation throughout the land, The 
funniest thine of all la to hoar the 
Sammies grandly using thane wealthy 
English girls to ’hoop the changa—oh, 
keep the change I’ . . . We start the 
day at five and work continuously un­ 
til nine, when three fresh canttninrss 
relieve os. At five we go on for the 
evening shift from Avo to eight, and 
It Is the moot exciting and exhausting 
of the shifts There is a certain time 
when they come down on na like a 
flood, eight or ten deep around tbs 
counter and three or four hundred al 
together in this lltUe room, as eagei 
and tired as schoolboys.” 
The foregoing letter indicates thai 
our soldiers look to the Red Crow 
Canteen as an oasis In a desert.

GERMAN SUBMARINE 
CREWS VERY NERVOUS 


London, May 
14.— (Correspond­ 
ence of The 
Associated 
Press) — 
Crews of the German submarines are 
down hearted and often extremely 
nervous. British seamen whose ves­ 
sels have been torpedoed and who 
have thus had an opportunity to ob­ 
serve the Germans bear testimony to 
thfs fact. In the official records of 
the submarine war, says the Man­ 
chester Guardian, again and 
again 
the submarine crews are described as 
’’very depressed” or “very nervous.” 
Here is one description: “Master and 
crew all agree ami w'ere very much 
struck by the pallid appearance of 
the officers and crew of the subma­ 
rine, and by their nervous and ex­ 
cited manner. The captain of the 
submarine was continually urging 
haste and the officer who was plac­ 
ing the bombs could 
hardly 
hold 
them from the condition of nervous 
tension In which he appeared to be.” 
One of the crew who had lived 
long in England, speaking 
to 
the 
boat’s crew, cursed the war and wish­ 
ed it was over. 
In many cases the 
Germans tried to justify themselves 
or excuse themselves to their fellow- 
seamen. Some of these reports show 
the hideousness of the German fight­ 
ing system, but they are all mild 
compared with the classic story of 
German bestiality, as in the case of 
the Belgian Prince, where the men 
were taken on the submarine deck, 
their life belts removed, and then 
it submerged. The men of one three- 
masted schooner were left with only 
one oar in their boat, and for this the 
master had to beg, the others being 
thrown overboard. 


Padua, Italy, May 
14.— (Corres­ 
pondence of The Associated Press)— 
There was a stirring scene in Abe 
central square of the city an a re­ 
cent Sunday when the American Red 
Cross began its sale 
of 
garments 
made by the wives and daughters of 
Italian soldiers at the 
front. 
The 
great square of United 
Italy was 
crowded with peasant women • for 
miles around eager to obtain some 
of the garments, for, besides giving 
employment to the women, the Red 
Cross sells the product at a small 
nominal price to the families of sol­ 
diers. 
A file of * Carbinier! was re­ 
quired to keep back the throng, abd 
the rush for the sales counters was' 
so great that Captain Thwaits, the 
American official in charge, was eblig 
ed to adopt tho plan of issuing num­ 
bers to the buyers. 
The work-rooms 
where 
several 
hundred women are employed during 
the week, was cleared for the sale 
and long counters were piled high 
with dresses, blouses, children’s suits 
and undergarments, and ail the mis­ 
cellaneous articles of and extensive 
woman’s furnishing establishment. 
The sales-women were drawn 
from 
the best known families of Padua* 
with Countess Papapava and other 
titled women adjusting pinafores on 
peasant children and meeting the de­ 
mands of the anxious buyers. 
In the two hours of the opening 
sale these peasant women had bought 
3,000 lire worth of garments, a large 
sum for people of scant means. The 
goods were worth two or three times 
that amount and represented several 
thousand lire paid in wages by the 
Red Cross to the hundreds of girl 
workers. Every worker and 
every 
•buyer must show a card establish­ 
ing relationship with a soldier, and 
thus the work is kept as one of mili­ 
tary utility. 
Later in the day the results of the 
sale were apparent on the main street 
as the peasant women with their 
children went by proudly wearing 
their Red Cross garments* which, in 
a way, have transformed the appear­ 
ance of many of these people giving 
them an air of cleanliness and com­ 
fort.

Washington, May 14.—The United 
States has become the silk manufac­ 
turing center of the world as a re­ 
sult of the war, which has stimulat­ 
ed the manufacture of silk here and 
in the Far East at the expense of 
Europe. 
A study of the silk industry, the 
first official inquiry of the kind, has 
just been completed by 
the 
tariff 
commission. 
Japan continues to lead the w’orld 
in the production of silk, while the 
United States, first among the na­ 
tions in its manufacture, does not 
produce a single pound of the ma­ 
terial. France continues the chief 
European manufacturer of silk and 
the principal source of American im­ 
ports, Japan ranking second. 
The annual requirements of the 
American silk industry are 20,000 
tons of silk and silk waste, 10,000 
tons of cotton and other yarns, and 
1,000 tons of metallic tin for weight­ 
ing. Most striking of all the develop­ 
ments due to the war has been the 
expansion of the spun-silk industry. 
The government is 
requiring vast 
amounts of coarse silk cloth, made 
from silk noil, for making powder 
bags for the big guns. 
Many finer varieties of silk manu­ 
facturers are not made in this coun­ 
ty or else are manufactured in very 
small -quantities. Switzerland 
sup­ 
plies practically all of the silk bolt­ 
ing cloth needed by the flour millers 
of the world. 
Hatter’s plush, from 
which is made men’s silk hats, comes 
from France. Silk lace, silk netting, 
silk embroideries, veils and veilings, 
ribbons and handkerchief material 
largely are imported. In all other 
branches of the industry, even fine 
wearing apparel and velvets, the im­ 
ports are relatively small compared 
to the total consumption. 
Habutae, of which silk handker­ 
chiefs are made, a soft smooth plain- 
woven fabric of pure silk, is the larg­ 
est single item of silk brought from 
abroad. It has been a Japanese spec­ 
ialty for more than 1,000 years. 
Artificial horse hair is made of silk 
in coarse single filaments. Artificial 
silk is made in fine filaments, which 
must be combined before use. 
Some silk filament is so fine that it 
measures 3,000,000 yards, or about 
1,700 miles, to the pound.

”And now this morning, after a floe 
bseakfast I am sitting in the canteen 
writing this letter to you and waiting 
comfortably for my train. 
Yon just 
can’t possibly imagine what these Red 
Cross women are doing for os soldiers 
and for the French and English, too. 
Each canteen takes care of tbonsands 
every day. 
"They make us feel Uke human be- 
Ings once again and give os the nerve 
to go on with this game of licking the 
Kaiser. 
And when we win you can 
give a good share of the victory to the 
American Red Cross"
